We balled an a, story of Brest eatings the 
recent express train escape of 31 Ozecha across 
the West German border. Americans always 
ore heartened to learn that men still are 
willing to risk their lives lor freedom. 

It Is Instructive, therefore, to observe what 
has happened lo these stalwarts since their 
spectacular escape. Bolt of them have been 
~ arrested Tor lack of ."proper papers," and 
the rest may share that fate. 

To be sure, U. S. officials have asked Ger- 
man authorities to stop the arrest, describing 
the situation as "very embarrassing."- It Is 
Indeed that, mostly because these particular 
refugees have had front-page publicity. But 
the full story Is tar more embarrassing, and it 
deserves to be told to everyone. 

According to Donald Klngsley, director gen- 
eral of the International refugee organisa- 
tion, from 1,700 to 1,900 refugees a month 
escape satellite countries, with most finding 
their way to Germany and Austria. 

The shocking fact is that they stand a bet- 
ter than two-to-one chance of being swiftly 
jailed like ordinary criminals— on grounds of 
-Illegal. entry. Languishing. In Jail for.seyeral 
days with tramps, prostitutes and the day's' 
haul of petty thieves, they have ample time 
to reflect on the west's noble promises of 
political asylum for refugees. 
Michael Hoffman, Hew York Times cor- 
. respondent in Genera, reporta that a aurvey 
of nine, sectors along the German frontier 
1 showed TJ. B. officials pursuing nine separate 
procedures In handling refugees. In one place 
a U. B. Judge automatically Jailed every bor- 
' der-crosser from IS to 30 days. 

To add confusion, two distinct branches of 
military Intelligence often compete for the 
Information refugees have on conditions be- 
, hind the curtain. They sometimes detain 
' the fugitives for weeks for questioning, 

Eventually, these daring folk get out of Jail, 
j Then what? With luck they may contact the 
; IRO and get on an eligible list for overseas 
naattlemaat. But otherwise they are left 
stranded In countries already overcrowded 
■ and weighted with unemployment and other 
'problems. 

Think how this strikes men who have 
braved death. Directly or Indirectly, they hare 
been encouraged to resist their communist 
masters. Many who fled pointedly mention 
west propaganda broadcasts as stirring them 
to act. 

They muster their courage, crash through 
the Iron curtain, and are welcomed to free- 
dom In a western Jail. Thereafter, except tor 
the lucky few, they are left to founder In 
disillusion and despair, In a part of Europe 
already sodden with hopelessness. 

Is this the dream of democracy wo daily 

• paint lor them on the Voice of America and 
i Radio Free Europe? Is this our refugee policy? 

Nearly all these people hare Incredibly ralu- 

- able Information about our potential enemies, 
: Only a relative handful are tapped, after 
' proper screening for spies. Most of them are 
' workers, technicians and fanners who would 

- moke a TOluable addition to the free world's 
i labor force. A large proportion are able- 

• bodied young men who explicitly voice a 
; desire to.Joln the U. B. armed forces and fight 
' communism. 

Much of their Information Is being lost, and 
; most of their highly useful services ore wast- 
'. lng In disuse. But these losses ore as nothing 
compared to the deep injury we Inflict upon 
: the cause of freedom by crushing the hopes 
. of these people. 

What kind of freedom Is it that la only for 
. men "who already have It?

But when one device falls tht communists crawl out 
from under tht rug at a different point and try an- 
other. The United Nation* special committee on tht 
B a lk a n s reports an aggressive radio propaganda 
campaign against Ore fee carried on In six satellite 
countries— Albania, Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, 
Hung (try and Rumania. As earlier reports have In- 
dicated, this activity baa been going on for many 
months. It Includes practical Instructions— In so- 
called "fighters' semlnara"— In subversion. A Greek 
traitor sneaking back to his homeland can tune 
i Bucharest or another Balkan capital and keep 
up with tht latest and foulest Item In the technique of 
betrayal. 

This is a propaganda of the deed as well as the 
ord. Tht TJ. N. committee finds evidence that "a 
wide-spread and carefully coordinated system now 
exists for selecting, training and eventually smuggling 
armed subversive groups Into Greece and acroii tht 
Albanian and Bugtrlan frontiers." This conspiracy 
Is stimulated and abetted by governments nominally 
In perfect peace with the government of Greece. 

The report urges continuance of the U. N. arms 
embargo against Albania and Bulgaria, the ccnUnuance

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Ohlldnn an dependent upon their 
parents lor everything they have of 
material and spiritual sustenance. 
When these are supplied tn adequate 
measure the children thrive Ilka gos 1 - 
Ilngs In the springtime when either 
la missing, the other becomes worth- 
less. Man cannot Uvt by bread alone, 
neither can ht live on earth In the 
spirit. The two cannot be separated 
without lrreparabls damage to the 
personality. 

Whan parents love each other and 
show that they do, their children 
are healthy and content. They feel 
secure In their home. They know, 
they can lean hard on father and 
mother In time of need and they go 
on their way without fear or weak- 
ness. The home may be very simple 
Indeed and Its luxuries few and 
rare, but while love holds there hap- 
piness wrapt the family lit warmth 
and tenderneu and depth of under- 
standing that nothing can shake. 

The reverse is a sad picture. No- 
body la happy, nobody is content. 
The atmosphere la one of uneasi- 
ness, fear and dlsaitlsf action. The 
children have nobody to lean on, 
nobody' on whom they can depend 
for help In any difficulty.
